GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to

Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for Memorial Day. 


(Budget Committee recommends $45.00) 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate $100.00 
for public health nursing in Sidney, said sum to be expended by the 
Maine Department of Health and Welfare, Bureau of Health, for 
local service. ) 


(Budget Committee recommends $100.00) 
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Art. 6. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray Town Charges.

_ REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Sidney : 


In accordance with the State Law, I herewith submit the annual 
report of the Superintendent of Schools: 


During the past year, Sidney has operated the usual number of 
schools;. namely, six. . However, there is a question as to how long the 
town can get along with only. six classrooms. In several schools, the 
number of pupils 1s already above the maximum for efficient and good 
educational practice. Data showing the enrollments in the several 
schools, also the teachers’ names and grades are as follows:

It is easily seen from a study of this table that the enrollments in 
the Carlton School at West Sidney, the Lincoln School on the Middle 
Road, and the Holmes School on the Middle Road, are all over the 
limit for sound education. Not only are they overcrowded from an 
educational point of view, but there is a very real danger of injury 
should a child stumble in hurrying through ‘the narrowed aisles and 
passageways to the exits in case of a fire scare or other emergency. 
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At this time it looks as if there might be as many as forty pupils 
enrolled in the Carlton School at West Sidney for the school year 
1954-55. The situation as predicted by the Building Committee four 
years ago has come to pass and something has to be done to relieve the 
condition. 

From the school year 1944-45, to the school year 1953-54, the 
enrollments in Sidney Schools have increased from 129 to 178 pupils. 
This data is based on the September enrollments of each school year. 
Incidentally, there have been further increases in the Sidney Schools 
from September 1953, to February 1, 1954. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES ~~ The recommended appro- 
priations for the coming year are to take care of the basic needs in 
these two important items. In order to keep the costs down to a 
minimum, the supplies have been bought on prices submitted by bids 
so that the town of Sidney has benefited from substantial savings In 
these items. 


SEATS AND DESKS — There will be a Special Article regarding 
in appropriation for seats and desks. It has been a long time since 
new seats have been purchased in any quantity, and the time has 
arrived when new units will have to be purchased. There have been 
several cases where pupils simply had no seat and desk available, and 
as a last resort backless chairs, benches, and in one case an orange 
crate was resorted to as a result of this shortage. The seats and desks 
being purchased would be equally satisfactory in any type of building 
which the town chooses to afford. 


REPAIRS — A critical issue in the Town of Sidney at the present 
time has to do with repair of the school buildings. For several years 
sums have been appropriated and spent and still the town has six old 
school buildings that are an annual expense. It would seem to me 
unwise to spend more than emergency monies on these old buildings 
if the town has in mind any other plan. However, if the town chooses 
to retain the six school buildings now in use, funds should be appro- 
priated annually to put these buildings into good condition. 


This issue cannot be longer delayed without the strong castle 
of spending money unwisely to say the least. There is a question of 
policy which must be decided in town meeting.

The opening of another school building such as the building on 
the upper Middle Road in Sidney would -be a large item of expense 
from the repair standpoint alone. The conveyance of pupils from the 
several grades to this school would also be a heavy item of expense for 
it would probably mean the transportation of pupils from nearly every 
part of Town. To sum the whole matter up, it is going to. cost the 
Town of Sidney more money than it has been raising for the support 
and repair of its school buildings and school system, and the question 
is a matter of policy as to the plan the town wishes to follow in the 
expenditure of this money. | 


The present Building Committee is apparently doing a good job 
in the investigation of the town’s educational needs. It would seem 
wise to continue this ‘Committee or a similar Committee until necessary 
information is available upon which the town may act intelligently as 
well as economically in the solution of this problem which not only is 
imminent but also of long duration. 


FINANCE — Increases in the budget are due to two items; 
namely, instruction and tuition. The instructional costs are only midly 
higher than last year in the overall budget approximating $40,000 for 
school purposes. This increase is due entirely to the new State mini- 
mum Salary Law passed by the last Legislature. 


The second increase is for high school tuition expenses and is 
considerably larger than the cost increases for instruction. In order to 
show where the main increase has occurred, the following table on 
tuition pupils is submitted for your consideration:

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE SERVICE 
FOR THE TOWN OF SIDNEY 


For The Year Ending December 31, 1953 


A total of 18 nursing days were spent in your town. The Child 
Health Conferences, discontinued during the winter months, were re- 
sumed in May. Audiometer testing in the schools from the fourth 
grade and up was done. A study by the Local Health Council of the 
Public Health Nursing Services highlighted by a field trip to the De- 
partment of Health and Welfare was completed. 


Our Child Health Conference service is still a very worthwhile 
program. There were 8 held this year with a total attendance of 86; 
the number of physical examinations given were 80; children vaccin- 
ated against smallpox were 14, and those protected against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus were 15. The total cost of the program 
to the town is the very small sum spent for the immunizing agents. All 
other services such as transportation and volunteer help at conference 
is sponsored by local health council members. 


{ 
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The number of school visits were 7. Audiometer testing, assisted 
by a member of the council, was. done with 91 children being tested, 
26 of which showed varying degrees of hearing loss. Arrangements are 
being made for examination and treatment by private physicians or 
through clinic facilities. 


The Health Council plans to study the over-all School Health 
Program as set up by the Department of Education as their project 
this year. With a more complete understanding of the program, each 
member feels the council may be able to contribute toward a better 
correlation of school and family health, by working with both groups 
toward mutual understanding and correction of difficulties. 


This year, your town will again be the host of all Health Councils 
within District III, and will plan the District’s Annual Meeting. 

In closing, I wish to tell you that | am proud to have the privilege 
of working with you.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF SIDNEY 


FEBRUARY 11, 1952 TO FEBRUARY 10, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Sidney has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 10, 1953. The 
audit included an examination of the records maintained by the As- 
sessors, Selectmen, ‘Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The result of 
the year’s operations showed that available funds exceeded expendi- 
tures by $2,096.79. However, an overdraft of $756.06 was noted in 
the town charges account. Unexpended balances and overdrafts are 


as follows: 
-Unexpended Balances $3,136.10 
Overdrafts 1,039.31 . 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,096.79 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts 
are not permitted by statute except in certain instances where emer- 
gencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent of 15% 
of the highway appropriation. 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


A comparative statement of available funds and expenditures, 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the current year available funds in- 
creased by $1,628.47 over the previous year. This was due principally 
to funds available from the prior year’s balances. Expenditures for the 
same period decreased by $1,236.16 which was due to several increases 
and decreases in various accounts. Following is a summary of these 
differences as compared with the 1951 municipal year:

From the examination of the departmental accounts it was deter- 


mined that the net unexpended balances carried forward to the ensu- 


ing year totaled $345.41, (Exhibit D). 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus totaled $8,025.45, or 


an increase of $2,097.50. This change was occasioned principally by 
the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


Trust and Reserve Funds 


From the examination of trust fund transactions it was ascer- 
tained that earnings of the various funds totaled $72.82 for the year. 
Expenditures for the same period amounted to $9.52. At the close of 
the year trust fund principals of $3,560.26 and unexpended income of 
$393.24 were represented by time deposits in the Depositors Trust 
Company and the Augusta Savings Bank. It was also noted that new 
trust funds totaling $251.66 were pending acceptance by the towns- 
people. 
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The capital reserve fund, established for school building purposes, 
totaled $6,608.60 at the close of the year and is on deposit in the Ken- 
nebec Savings Bank and the Augusta Savings Bank. 


General 


Deferred charges, representing anticipated state share of state aid 
road construction, amounted to $8,541.87 at the year end, a decrease 
of $2,518.70 as compared with the previous year. This decrease was 
occasioned by the receipt of anticipated funds from the state. Deferred 
appropriations, also in conjunction with state aid road construction, 
reduced by $1,066.00, as a result of a town appropriation. Anticipated 
town appropriations totaled $4,463.19 at the close of the municipal 
year. . 

From the examination of the town clerk’s records it was deter- 
mined that the transfer of excise tax monies to highway accounts had 
been authorized by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the correctness of handling cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Available funds and expenditures were 
examined by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of 
verification were utilized to determine the correctness of tax and tax 
lien accounts. Notes payable were confirmed by direct contact with 
the bank. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Trust and reserve fund 
transactions were reviewed. Insurance and bond coverages were ex- 
amined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial status of the town. Audit procedures deemed necessary 
were followed in developing these statements. 


_It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the town at February 
10, 1953, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.
